Construction under USDA 


The Office of Materials and Facili- 
ties, USDA, has established the neces- 
sary regulations, forms, and pro- 
cedures for bringing food processing 
construction under the Controlled 
Materials Plan starting with the 
fourth quarter of 1951. OMF states 
that it is essential that requirements 
be brought promptly into balance with 
the amount of materials earmarked 
for construction. 


Unfilled allotments of controlled 
materials granted by USDA for de- 
livery in the fourth quarter of 1951 
become void after January 7, 1952. 
The privilege of carrying over a 
fourth-quarter allotment into 1952 is 
rescinded, 


If orders have not been placed and 
accepted for delivery, or if construc- 
tion is postponed for any other reason, 
unused portions of allotments should 
be returned promptly and a CMP-4C 
for a revised construction schedule 
should be submitted for approval for 
delivery during the first and second 
quarters of 1952.

Washington Laboratory Group 


The N.C.A. Washington Laboratory 
Advisory Committee held a two-day 
meeting at the Washington headquar- 
ters on September 27 and 28 in order 
to review progress of the Labora- 
tory’s work and to consider future 
activities. 

At luncheon on September 27, the 
Committee had as its guest George P. 
Larrick, Deputy Commissioner of Food 
and Drugs, who gave an informal sur- 
vey of subjects currently engaging 
the FDA's attention in the field of 
processed foods. After his talk he 
responded to questions from the Com- 
mittee and took part in a discussion 
of law enforcement problems. 


The dedication ceremonies will em- 
phasize anew the scientific character 
of the canning industry and give point 
to the N.C.A.’s emphasis on research. 


The dedication will follow the Fall 
meetings of the N.C.A. Board of Di- 
rectors and the Administrative Coun- 
cil and of other groups whose mem- 
bers will be present in the San Fran- 
cisco area for the dedication. A sched- 
ule of various meetings in the two 
days preceding the dedication event 
is published on page 343. 

The dedication will be marked by 
formal presentation of the keys to the 
new building and of a mural in the 
new laboratory building, as well as 
the luncheon program at which N.C.A. 
President H. J. Barnes will preside.

CPR 55 Amended To Cover Almost All Canned Vegetables 
Effective Oct. 20 or Any Earlier Date that a Canner May Select 


The Office of Price Stabilization on 
October 5 expanded the list of vege- 
tables covered by the canned vegetable 
ceiling price regulation, CPR 55, for 
the 1951 pack to include practically 
all canned vegetables and their prod- 
ucts. 


Amendment 5 to CPR 55 was issued 
October 5 and will be effective October 
20 or any earlier date a processor 
may select. It adds cost adjustment 
factors other than for raw materials 
for the following products: 


Canned mixed vegetables; canned 
and bottled catsup; canned tomato 
puree, paste and sauce; other canned 
or bottled tomato products; canned 
vegetable juices, including mixtures, 
but excluding sauerkraut; canned suc- 
cotash, and other canned fresh vege- 
tables, excluding rhubarb, sauerkraut, 
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asparagus, fresh cucumber pickles, 
pumpkin and squash. 


Cost adjustment factors for raw 
materials have already been an- 
nounced for most vegetables and 
Amendment 5 adds the factors for 
spinach, pimientos, Irish and sweet 
potatoes. 


The amendment makes other mis- 
cellaneous changes in CPR 55. Proc- 
essors whose gross sales during 1950 
were less than $40,000 are given the 
alternative of determining their ceil- 
ings under the General Ceiling Price 
Regulation instead of CPR 55. 


Cost adjustment factors for canned 
sauerkraut, sauerkraut juice, fresh 
cucumber pickles, pumpkin and squash 
are expected to be added to CPR 55 in 
the near future, OPS said.

PROCUREMENT 


Reorganization of OQMG 


Reorganization of the Office of the 
Quartermaster General of the Army 
has been announced by Maj. Gen. 
George A. Horkan. The reorganiza- 
tion is based upon months of study 
and is designed to expedite the ex- 
panding supply activities of the QMC 
and its intricate relationship with 
American industry. 


The plan provides for a Deputy, in 
lieu of the present special assistant to 
the Quartermaster General, together 
with two senior assistants who will 
supervise administrative and opera- 
tional matters. 


The Deputy to the Quartermaster 
General will have executive super- 
vision over all operations of the 
OQMG. Brig. Gen. Howard L. Peck- 
ham, now heading the New York 
Quartermaster Procurement Agency, 
has been assigned this post. 


Under the Deputy, Brig. Gen. Ar- 
thur L. Marshall has been named to 
supervise administrative matters, in- 
cluding the Food Service Division; 
and Brig. Gen. Ira K. Evans has been 
designated to head operational mat- 
ters, including the Supply Division. 


Brig. Gen. Robert P. Hollis, now 
chief of the Supply Division, will re- 
place General Peckham at New York. 


The QMC announced some time ago 
that Brig. Gen. Everett Busch, com- 
manding general of the Chicago Quar- 
termaster Depot, had been trans- 
ferred. No successor has yet been 
named. 


Tomato Products for USDA 


The U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture announced on September 28 that 
offers of 392,100 cases of canned to- 
matoes have been accepted for de- 
livery from October 5 through No- 
vember 30, for distribution to schools 
in the National School Lunch Pro- 
gram. 


Purchases were made in California 
of 175,000 cases of No. 24's at $3.597 
per case, and 105,450 cases of No. 10's 
at prices ranging from $3.30 to $3.377 
per case, The remainder consisting 
of 111,650 cases of No. 10's were 
purchased in Delaware and Maryland 
at prices ranging from $3.74 to $3.82 
per case, 


Offers were also accepted for 148,- 
030 cases of tomato paste packed in 
No. 10’s at $6.566 to $6.875 per case, 


and 50,400 cases of tomato puree 
packed in No, 10’s at $3.075 per case. 
All of the tomato paste and puree was 
purchased in California and is for de- 
livery from October 10 through No- 
vember 30, 1951. 

Transportation costs were given 
consideration in making the accept- 
ances. All of the above prices are 
exclusive of cash discounts.

Construction under USDA

OMF requests firms which have re- 
ceived an allotment from the USDA 
and which have not succeeded in sched- 
uling delivery of the complete order 
by January 7, 1952, to comply with 
the following: 

(1) Deduct from your allotment any 
controlled materials that you received 
from any source after October 1, 1951. 
Report this deduction on Form CMP- 
12 and send it to OMF. 


(2) Outstanding orders for con- 
trolled materials for which an allot- 
ment has not been granted and which 
are scheduled for delivery after Sep- 
tember 30, 1951, must be cancelled. 


(3) Duplicate orders or orders 
which exceed in the aggregate the al- 
lotment granted may not be placed. 

When a prime contractor returns 
on Form CMP-12 the unnegotiated 
portion of an allotment, the USDA re- 
tracts this amount and returns Form 
CMP-13 as evidence that a contractor 
is entitled to this amount of material 
for which he may apply for delivery 
in 1952. 
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
